Refused 


More than an hour of pursuas- 
ive oratory Tuesday night failed 
to get the Menlo Park city council 
to reverse a planning commission 
decision to keep a “cooperative 
zarden apartment” out of the pro- 
fessional - administrative zone in 
Linfield Oaks. 

The oratory—agreed by council- 
nen to be one of the most out- 
standing presentations of its kind 
to be presented before them in 
many years—was by Cecil Kettle, 
representing the Lionel V. Mayell 
enterprises, 

Some of his figures were 
sharply challenged by Frank 
Graf, vice president of A. C. 
Nielsen Co. in charge of west 
coast operations, who reiterated 
the stands of representatives of 
11 other business firms in the 
area to the effect that they want 
to keep the entire zone “consist- 
ent” in its development. 

Kettle, in his presentation, call- 
ed for a “blended” development 
and cited tax benefits, high valua- 
‘ion of the property and purchas- 
ng power of owners of the exclu- 
sive 5.67-acre zone he sought: he 
declared that the development of 
only 11 percent of the ground 
would produce a valuation of 
$720,000 as compared with a valu- 
ation of $862,900 for the 60 per- 
cent of the area already developed 

He said present construction re- 
oresented a capital outlay of about 
$3,500,000 and that cost of the co- 
operative apartments will be about 
$4,000,000. 

Graf, in his rebuttal, pointed out 
that the actual investment of the 
11 firms in the Linfield Oaks area 
was closer to $12,000,000 than the 
earlier figure cited, challenged 
oayroll and “spendable income fig- 
ures” given by Kettle and pointed 
out that, if the Mayell apartments 
were of the high value declared, 
tenants would have to have mini- 
num incomes of $19,000 per year 
after taxes. 

Councilmen, after hearing both 
arguments, based their decision on 
neither. They said permission to 
cut up the apartments would con- 
stitute “spot zoning” which they 
have consistently turned down.

A hint of disincorporation en- 
ivened Monday night’s meeting of 
he Woodside Planning Commis- 
sion before an audience of approx- 
mately 100 persons. 

Announced purpose of the 
meeting, according to ‘Commis- 
sion €hairman Ralph P. King, 
was to “discuss the general ob- 
jectives of a master plan for 
Woodside.”

Menlo Police Help Break Mail Theft Case Here 


Stolen 
Checks 


Traced 


Close cooperation of Menlo Park 
Dolice was yesterday cited as be- 
ing of vital importance in the ar- 
rest of Samuel Phifer, 30, of 1211 
Sevier avenue, found at 2 a.m. 
Wednesday in a U.S. mail railroad 
car, in Palo Alto. 

Postal inspectors who made the 
arrest said they found the Menlo 
Park ex-convict with his hand 
around a mail sack, and that their 
successful stakeout climaxed some 
six weeks of police work. 

They “conservatively” estimat- 
ed Phifer’s faul, during the last 
six weeks, at more than $10,000. 

Inspector William Kieler of 
the local department, acquaint- 
ed with the suspect’s record, 
was able to provide valuable 
information after the arrest and - 
also “gave every assistance” in 
trying to track: stolen checks 
which were available to be 
passed.

High School Integration Fight 
Belies Principle of Equality 


All men are equal under the law, and there shall be no dis- 


tinction made because of race, color, creed or economic status. | 


This is the doctrine upon which our American system is 
founded. Democracy fails of its goal just so far as it fails to act | 
in accordance with this principle. 

The Supteme Court of the United States ruled against the 
South’s “separate but equal” schools for white and Negro chil-| 
dren on the basis that a distinction was made because of the colér 
of a child’s skin. Such a distinction, to the dispassionate observer, 
obviously is unconstitutional when used as a means of separating 
the races. 

It is just as unconstitutional to make such a distinction 
for the avowed purpose of mingling the races. It is the 
distinction itself that is untenable under our laws, not the 
social purpose. | 

A number of East Palo Alto residents are'making just such 
a distinction in their fight to force on the high school trustees | 
a change in attendance zones. 

Assume that, in a Southern city, there are two schools, each 
of 1,000-student capacity. Each is filled, one with white children, | 
one with Negro children. 

It is not contemplated by the Supreme Court that, in such a 
case, all 2,000 children shall attend one school, while the other | 
remains vacant. The court simply declares that skin color cannot | 
be made the criterion for attendance; other criteria, such as dis- 
tance and school capacity, are perfectly valid. Any reasonable 
man will admit that an attendance line, based on non-discrimi- 
- natory policies, must be drawn in order to make proper use of 
facilities. 

The Sequoia Union High School District had followed such 
reasonable criteria in fixing the future attendance line between 
Menlo-Atherton High School and the school to be built in East 
Palo Alto. No discrimination and no distinction because of race 
or color had entered their consideration.

LONGEST ON RECORD — The 
board of supervisors has at last 
completed its annual hearings on 
the equalizing of assessments. 
There were more protests this 
year than ever before in history 
which is an indication that at least 
some property owners are taking 
a more. serious interest in their 
tax bills. 

Despite the six days of hear- 
ings, the supervisors failed to 
make friends by the decisions, 
turning down all but three or four 
pleas for lowered valuation fig- 
ures. 

The county’s golf clubs, which 
received the hardest jolt of from 
three to four hundred per cent 
hikes in assessments could not win 
their case, though the higher valu- 
ation may be for this year only. 
County Assessor O. B. Hempstead 
showed that he had no alternative 
in setting the increased figures 
for the recreation areas. The coun- 
ty has no assessment classification 
for recreation areas and the golf 
lands are assessed on their maxi- 
mum use, which means they fall 
within the category of subdivisions 
and must be assessed accordingly. 

One golf club, for instance, is 
now assessed at $1500 per acre 
based on a present-day value of 
$6000 per acre. No. one can*say 
this is out of line. If these lands 
by same chance were put on the 
market at the $6000 figure they 
would be grabbed before the ink 
was dry on the notice of sale. 

Three home owners in the north 

end of the county had their as- 
sessments lowered slightly after 
arguments were heard. 
A narrow strip of land on Bay- 
shore in Redwood City was lower- 
ed from $36,000 to $32,000, when 
easements unknown to the asses- 
sor lowered the land value. But all 
in all, Hempstead was able*to de- 
fend his latest figures despite the 
many protests. 

Whether the supervisors go for 
the suggestion of the manufactur- 
ers association for a county-wide 
uniform assessment plan by out- 
side officials still remains a ques- 
tion. We’d guess not. 

Things have been exceedingly 
quiet around the courthouse. ex- 
cept for the assessment hearings. 
The board, operating with only 
three members is handicapped in 
some of its actions. However, Mar- 
tin A. Poss expects to return from 
sick leave Aug. 6 and one of the 
first matters set for that time is a 
public hearing demanded by Carr 
Pechtel of the county planning 
commission. 

He has been charged by a fel- 
low planner with using his coun- 
ty post for his own business ad- 
vantage and discrepancies in his 
expenses. 

Most observers had thought the 
accused would resign his post but 
instead he has demanded a board 
hearing and it takes a minimum of 
foru board members to conduct 
such a session.
